WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Cynthia Clark Wedel, past president of the National 
Council of Churches, will be the guest speaker at a luncheon meeting of the 
George Washington University Columbian Women Saturday, February 10, at noon in 
the George Washington University Club, 3rd Floor, Marvin Student Center, 800 
21st Street, N.W. 

Mrs. Wedel*s speech is titled "IVhat is Happening in the Churches?" and 
will deal with recent changes and upheavals in the American religious structure. 

A member of the Columbian Women, ’trs. V.'edel currently is associate director 
of the NTL Institute's Center for a Voluntary Society, headquartered in Washington, 
D.C. She is a consultant to the American Red Cross' National Office of Volunteers 
and has been active in the Girl Scouts, the United Fund of Washington, the 
\merican Psychological Association and several other civic and welfare groups, 
f-'rs. IVedel served as a member of President John F. Kennedy's Commission on the 
Status of Women from 1961-63. 

Born in Dearborn, Michigan, in 1908, she earned her BA and MA degrees at 
Northwestern University and received her Ph. D. in psychology from the George 
Vrashington University in 1958. From college, she went into professional 
Episcopal church work for 10 years, including four years as national director 
of Episcopal Youth V/ork. As National Council of Churches president from 1969-72, 
she was the first woman to be elected to what is considered the highest ecumenical 
position in the United States. 
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An Alexandria, Va., resident, Mrs. IVedel has been a psychology lecturer at 
American University and is the author of several articles and books dealing with 
the American ecumenical movement. 

Tlie George Washington University Columbian Women is the University's oldest 
and largest women's organization. Boasting mearly 900 female alumni, faculty, 
students, and University staff members, the Columbian Women have worked to 
establish scholarship funding for deserving women who wish to enter the University.

HARRY G, DETWILER, GWU PROFESSOR 
OF EDUCATION, DIES 

Dr. Harry Grubb Detwiler, Professor of Education, and Chairman, Department 
of Education, at The George Washington University, died at his home on Saturday, 
February 17, 1973. 

He was born in 1914 in Spring City, Chester County, Penna. He attended 
public schools there and the Westchester State Teachers College where he 
received the degree of Bachelor of Science in 1936. His Master of Arts and 
Doctor of Education degrees were from George Washington. 

After graduating from Westchester State Teachers College, he worked for the 
Sun Oil Company in Philadelphia. From 1941 to 1945, he served in the Army of the 
United States in the South Pacific, Australia, and New Guinea. 

In 1945, he returned to the Sun Oil Company to work until January, 1949. 

From 1949 to 1952, he was a teacher of English in the District of Columbia 
Public Schools. 

In December of 1949, he married Thelma G. Keener of Westchester, Penna. 

He joined the George Washington University’s College of General Studies in 

1952 and became associated with the GWU School of Education in 1956. He has served 

as educational director of the Middleburg Community Center in Middleburg, Va. 

Dr. Detwiler belonged to many educational associations including: the 

Federal Schoolmen’s Club; the American Personnel and Guidance Association; the 

National Educational Association; the American Association of University Professors; 
the National Capital Personnel and Guidance Association; the Northern Virginia 
Personnel and Guidance Association; the GWU International Students Society; and 
the National Society for the Study of Education. 
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He served as president of the George Washington chapter of Phi Delta Kappa 
educational fraternity in 1956-57. 

He is survived by his wife, Thelma, of the home address, 1501 Cedar 
Street, McLean, Va., and his mother, Mrs. Mary Grubb Detwiler of Spring
